DESOLATION. 

The city seems doubly desolate to-night, with 
its moonlit streets, over which tne trees and 
awvings throw their ghostlike shadows: Tne 
rumbling of a heavy wagon, loaded with cof- 
fins, is beard for a moment, and then silence, 
till a rattling buggy, bearing some member of 
the Relief Committee toa sick man’s couch, 
breaks it for a Moment again. The new cases 
can hardly be estimated. Out of forty physi- 
cians in the but six reported, and their 
cases aggréee Over one hundred. The deaths 
were ninety- bite. 

The tevér is still climbing up. The weather 
continues very warm, and hope of any early 
amelioration bas died. 

THE MOST MARKED DEATH 
to-day was that of the Rev. Charles C. Parsons, 
Rector of Grate Church and Chaplain of the 
Chickasaw Guards. He was a West-Poioter, 
and served gallantly in the Union army through 
four years @ thé War, coming out of the service 
as a Colonel ofartillery. He was the idol al- 
most of the: youth ot Memphis, and has won 
upon the hearts of our city as no stranger has 
ever done in the space of two brief years. He 
is a martyr to bis zeal and brayery during this 
terrible plague., In his death is presented a 
paradox which should 
TOUCH THE HEARTS OF A NATION. 

He died for the people against whom he had 
fought. 

Another sad loss is in the death of A. J. 
Wheeler, Past Grand Master of lennessee, and 
editor of the Masonic Jewe’. 

Two of the visiting physicians, Dr. Williams, 
of Woodbuin, Ky., and Dr. Mead, of Hopkins- 
ville, Ky., died to-day after butafew days of 
work. Four others are ill at the Howard in- 
firinary. 

Three printers—B. F. Fuller, James Cruik- 
shank, and C. H. Smith—died to-day. Oliver 
P. Bard, another, cannot live.

The Rev. C. C. Parsona, the 
Rector of Grace Episcopal Church, died last 
night; also, Mrs. Ann Philmont and Frank 
Gates, a son of Samuel M. Gates. Miss Mollie 
Gates is down with fever. 

Physicians and nurses from Washington re- 
ported for duty to the Howard Association this 
morning. There is pressing need of experienced 
nurses. Ten dollars per day has been vainly 
offered for nurses, aod many of the sick 1 in 
their rooms without proper a:tention, owing to 
the inability of the Relief Associations to sup- 
ply the many calls for nurses. Ajthough there 
are many negroes in the city, few of them can 
be persuaded to wait upon or even appeoach 2 
sick person, while a majority of those who do 
hire as nurs ss for the big pay are in- 
efficient. ' 

The fever continues unabated, and many 
active workers among thesick are being stricken 
down. . A. J. Wheeler, Secretary of toe Masonic 
Relief Board, is dying. Four parses in the em- 
ploy of the Board have died, and four others are 
sick.

Chief 
McFadden, of the Fire Department, will place 
his force on duty, keeping up bonfires, while as 
soon as the artillery sent for arrives, the con- 
cussion test will be applied.

—Iln which our Association is 
said to be engaged in looking up cases 
of sickness and destitution, and reporting them to 
the Howard and Peabody Associations for relief. 
Tae tacts are these: On the 20th of Angust our 
Association resolved itself into a Reef Committee 
to heip and ad minister to the sick and destitute 
from yeliow fever. On the 22d we opened a hos- 
pital, and from that time have taken charge of and 
cared for eutirely over 800 cases of yellow fever, 
withont regard to race, color, or nationality, 
farnisbing physicians, who have generousiy vol- 
unteered, nutres, medicines, food, and money 
when needed. Our working force of visitors to 
the sick is fully and eflicientiy organized. We are 
in full sympathy and cordiaily co-operate with the 
Howard and Peabody Associations, but we are an 
independent and responsible organization for the 
disoeusing of funds committed to our hands. We 
have thus far done our work efficiently, economically 
and faitafully, and shall continue to do it. Our 
reseurces are limited, not at ail in proportion to 
the work imposed on us by the sickness and desti- 
tution that we are called upon to relieve, and 
which 1 daily occurring. We ask the fullest

LAW LESSNESS.

Sanpvuskxy, O., Sept. 7.—W an event of 
the magaitude of taking the life of a fellow- 
being by u violetive transpires in a communi- 
ty of less than 20,000, the excitement incident 
thereto does not soon die. Such an event did 
transpire here in the early hours of last Wednes- 
day evening in the !ynching of the colored mau 
William Taylor, and the excitement on all 
hands over the same is still at the highest pitch. 
Decent people are outraged and chagrined that 
Mississippi outlawries should happen on the 
staia Western Reserve. The rioters are excited 
over the prospect of arrest and punishment. 80 
far as anything to the contrary appears 
to the stranger on a short sojourn, the 
town is still practically in the hands 
of the mob. The decent people outnumber 
them, without doubt, but are afraid to assert 
themselves. The business men fear loss of 
property and custom ; olliceholders and seekers 
fear the loss of paltry votes. The Bar of the 
county took action on Thursday night, con- 
demning the action of the mob, and calliug for 
the punishment of the riagleaders. An at- 
tempt was made bythe leading members last 
night to get the citizens to ratify this, but some 
of the men who hung Taylor filled the streets 
in front of the hall and fillea the air with 
howls ana threats. The managers concluded 
best to adjourn until 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing in the public ee Apparentiy not more 
than a dozen of the respectable citizens 
showed themselvee here, but the meeting was 
taken complete possession of by boys under 20 
years old, and more than a thousand rioters 
then proposed to pass resolutions, first express- 
ing sympathy for the friends of Alice O'Donnell. 
the murdered girl, and then to demand the 
arrest and trial of the ringleaders of the riot. 
Homer Goodwin, a prominent attorney, at- 
tempted to take charge of the mecting and 
have a Chairman elected, but the crowd voted 
down two decent men who were suggested by 
howis of No,“ and it was finaily decided to do 
away with a Chairman. 

Mr. Goodwin then read his resolutions, and 
they were hooted down. Such expressions as 
follow were common: Quit the whole busi- 
ness and go home,” “Let the past go by.“ 
Lou want to make money out of it, you law- 
yers,” “You want to encourage men to mur- 
der another one.”’ 

Calls were made for some one to make an in- 
cendiary speech. Finaily a gray-headed man 
with a colored shirt, inflamed with drink, 
stepped forward with his coat off, anu, with a 
leer and pacific wave of his hand, said: G0 
home now and mind your business. There will 
be an end of this. That's what ISay.“ Finally 
a little stoop-shouldered man, with a plug 
hat and heavy cane, said to be the 
proprietor of a small photographer’s car, 
stepped forward and said: The man who mur- 
ders should hang.” [Cries from crowd, *‘ He did 
hang.“ ] Miller continued: Give a lawyer $5 
and he will see you anywhere. Since I searched 
half a day for that poor girl I have wanted jus- 
tice.

A GUILTY CONSCIENCE# 
Special Dienate te The Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 7.—A good-looking young 
Irish woman walked into the Jersey City Police 
Headquarters this ‘morning, and inquired for 
Chief Nathan, and, on his appearance, told him 
she wished to be arrested for murdering ber 
child. The astonished Chief, satisfying bim- 
self she was sober and rational, took her 
to his office, where she told her story, crying 
violently. She said her name was Mary Phil- 
lips. Sue was the wife of Isaac Phillips, a 
piumber, of Jersey City. She was married a 
year and a half ago, and the issue of the union 
was a son, who, at the time of his death, was 
5 months old. Her husband's family were, she 
alleged, most bitterly opposed to the marriage, 
but that did not prevent the young couple 
from making their bome with them. Life 
with them finally became uuendurable. she 
says, and last week sbe determined to 
leave and earn her own living. She 
got a situation in New York, but ber relatives 
refuscd to keep her baby, and told ber she must 
look after him. She took him with her into the 
streets Wednesday last. Discouraged, she knew 
pot where to go with him, and finally resolved 
to kill both herself and child. She 
bought some laudanum, took vart of it herself, 
and gave the baby the rest. She was not af- 
fected beyond vomiting, but in a little time the 
baby died, despite her frantic.efforts to rouse 
him. She returned to her husband, and 
they buried the baby the same 
day. Since then she had been 
unable to sleep, and was going mad from her 
guilty conscience. She finaliy decided to con- 
fess and give herself up, and did so witbout her 
husband’s knowledge. The woman was ex- 
amined by a Justice and committed to the 
Coroner’s care. Her relatives deny ill-feeling 
or knowledge that the baby died of poison. The 
mother made contradictory statements to the 
Justice, saying she gave the child laudanum to 
soothe its pain. She asked Chief Nathan if she 
would be hung, and said she was ready to suffer 
for ber crime. The case is a singular one, and 
the Coroner will investigate it. 


DELIBERATE MURDER. 
Special Dispatch to Tac Trivune. 

Omaaga, Neb.. Sept. 7.—A cold-blooded mur- 
der, the second one this week, was committed 
this afternoon by James Burke, a professional 
gambler, who shot Morris Weil. The two men 
had been playing bool, and it is said Weil owed 
Burke $3, and they had some dispute about the 
matter. Burke afterwards accidentally met 
Weil at Collins’ harness-shop, and, walking up 
to him, he accused him of not keeping his 
word, and then fired at him, striking him in the 
left breast near the heart.

BREITENBACH.

Drrnorr, Mich., Sept. 6.—Last night Jacob 
Klosen, a venerable farmer living six miles from 
this city, was murdered in his sleep, his skull 
being smashed in withan ax.

missing. and so was Chris Breitenbach, bis 17- 


year old grandson, who bad served a term in the 
Reform Sehool for robbing the old man four 
years previously. Last night Breitenbach went 
to the Reform School in Lansing and inquired 
for a boy he had known there. Superintendent 
Howe arrested him, and to-day the prisoner was 
brought back here and arraigned on a charge of 
murder. He strenuously asserts his inno- 
cence, and says that, as the old peo- 
— didn’t want him around the house, he 
ettearlyin the evening of the murder, and 
started out through the State in scarchof em- 
ployment. His manner is Urepossessing and his 
story well connected, The belief is gaining 
ground that the real criminal is yet at large. 

LANSING, Mich., Sept. 6.—This morning in 
an interview, Christ Breitenbach, the alleged 
murderer of Glesser, his grandfather, in 
Greenfieid Township, near Detroit, on Sunday 
last, denied any knowledge of the awful crime 
for which he was arrested. He noticed in a 
paper that the old man was killed. When asked 
why he did not return he said it was nothing 
to him; the old man drove him away, and he 
did not stay in the place long when told to go. 
He claims to have left the old people the even- 
ing before instead of early in the morning. He 
is between 16 and 17 years old, thick set, 
ewarthy, sinister countenance. It is impossible 
tocatch his eye. He exhibits great sangfroid, and 
is very guarded about what he says. He was 
discharged from the Reform School two years 
ago, where he was sent for stealing $45 from 
Giesser. It is a singular coincidence that the 
same amount was taken trom the old man after 
dealing the fatal blow with the ax. He says his 
reason for returning to the Reform-School 
was to ascertain the whereabouts of a former 
inmate named Miller. 

Superintendent Howe deserves credit for the 
clever manner in which he effected the capture. 
When accosted by Howe, Breitenbach gave him- 
self away by replyiug: Don't you know me! 
It's Christ.” Howe replied pleasantly, and in- 
vited bim and a tramp companion into his 
office, where he arrested and handcuffed them. 
When informed that he was a prisoner, Breiten- 
bach inclined to show fight, and attempted to 
draw a revolver, but Howe had him covered. 
He theu surrendered and quietly submitted. 
Hie was delivered to Sergt. Reynolds and taken 
to Detroit this morning.

WASnix rox, D. C., Sept. 7.—Secretary Sher- 
man late this afternoon issued au order to 
Treasurer Gilfillan and all Sub- Treasurers, di- 
recting them to exchange standard silver dollars 
for United States notes, In conversation with 
your correspondent this evening, Secretary 
Sherman said that he had issued the above- 
named order after mature deliberation, and he 
had purposely fixed the 16th inst. as the day 
upon which to give it effect in order that the 
country may have due and timely notice 
of its import. It was another step 
towards resumption of specie-payments. ‘* Un- 
der this order,“ said the Secretary. the people 
can exchange United States notes ſor standard 
silver dollars, and with the latter they can pay 
custom duties or buy the 4 per cent bonds. 1 
autizipate a further decline in the gold premium. 
It is only at one-quarter of one cent to-day, and 
there is no reason why that premium should 
not be rubbed out. 

In reply to the question as to what he should 
do if more notes were presented than there was 
silver in the Treasury, the Secretary replied 
that he did not anticipate any such contingency. 
‘1 think I shail be able to supply all demands 
made upon the Treasury. Of course I expect 
that a great many silver dollars will be paid in 
for custom dues and ju exchange for 4 per cent 
bonds, but the amounts thus paid in will nat- 
uraily be paid out again. It must not be for- 
gotten also that all silver certificates that may be 
received by the Treasury enables it to use a cor- 
responding amount of silver dollars, as the re- 
ception of such certificates by the Government 
for dues will release silver dollars to a corre- 
sponding amount now held for their redemp- 
tion. I am quits confident that the Treasury 
will be able to exchange silver dollars for all 
United States notes that may be presented, 
and 1 entertain no apprehensions upon that 


score.“ 

The Secretary, referring to the reports bere- 
tofore circulated that he contemplated issuing 
the miner gold coins before Jan. 1, 1879, dis- 
claimed any such intention. He desired it to 
be understood, however, that he now has suffi- 
cient gold in the Treasury for resumption pur- 
poses, and that he will be ready to carry out the 
provisions of the Resumption act on Jan. 1.

THINGS WORTH KNOWING. 

1. That fish may be scaled much easier by 
dipping into boiling water about a minute. 

2. That fish may as well be scaled, if desired, 
before packing down in salt; though, in that 
case, do not scald them. 

8. Salt fish are quickest and best freshened by 
soaking in sour milk. 

4. That milk which is turned or changed may 
be sweetened, and rendered fit for use again, 
by stirring in a little soda. 

5. That salt will curdle new milk; hence, in 
preparing milk-porridge, gravies, etc., the salt 
should not be added until the dish is prepared. 

6. That fresh meat, after beginning to sour, 
will sweeten if placed out of doors in the cool 
over night. 

7. That clear boiline water will remove tea- 
stains and many fruit-stains. Pour the water 
through the stain, and thus prevent its spread- 
ing over the fabric. 

8. That ripe tomatoes will remove ink and 
other stains from white cloth; also, from the 
hands. 

% That a teaspoonful of turpentine boiled 
with vour white clothes will aid the whitening 

rocess. 

10. That boiled starchis much improved by 
the addition of a little sperm, or a little salt, or 
both, or a little gum-Arabic dissolved. 

11. That beeswax aud salt will make vour 
rusty flat-irons as clean and smooth as glass. 
Tie a lump of wax in a rag, and keep it for that 
purpose. When the irons are bot, rub them 
first with the wax rag. then scour with a paper 
or cloth sprinkled with salt. 

12. That biue ointment and kerosene, mixed 
in equal proportions, and apolied to bedsteads, 
is an unfailing bedbug remedy; and that a coat 
of whitewash is ditto for the walls of a log 
house. 

13. That kerosene will soften boots or shoes 
which have been hardened by water, and render 
them as pliable as new. 

14. That kerosene will make tin teakettles as 
bright as new. Saturate a woolen rag and 
rub with it. It will also remove stains from 
clean varvished furniture. 

15. That cool rain-water and soda wil! remove 
machine-grease from washable frabrics.—Zx- 
change. 

NEN STYLE” IN RUSSIA. 
Philadetpma Preas. . 

Hitherto, among civilized nations, Russia has 
stood alone in the use of the calendar of Julius 
Cesar. Thisis called the “Old Style,” while 
the Gregorian calendar, instituted by Pope 
Gregory XIII. on Oct. 5, 1582, is known as the 
New style.“ The adoption of the latter is to 
be discussea at an impending Congress of sa- 
vante at St. Petersburg. The Gregorian calen- 
dar was speedily adopted iv most Catholic coun- 
tries soon after its author had issued his briéf 
so directing. Inthe Protestant States of Ger- 
many it had been only partially adopted in 1700, 
and not wholly until 1774. lu England the 
change from the Julan to the Gregorian reckov- 
ing was made by act of Parliamentin 1751, by 
which it was ordered that the legal vear should 
begin, not, as previously. on the 25th of March, 
but on the Ist of Januarv, and that, after the 
38d of September, 1732. the next day 
should be held as the lith., thus dropping out 
the cleven days which, under the Julian calen- 
dar, sligutly overestimated the years’ length, up 
to 1752, had made an error of that number of 
days io nearly eighteen centuries. At present, 
whatis the 12th of the month in other coun- 
tries, is only the Ist in Russia. If the New Stvle 
be adopted in the Czar’s dominions, it is to be 
hoped that his subjects will act with more com- 
mon sense than was exhibited by the English on 
the change of style in 1752. Many Englishmen, 
ignorant and foolish, were so mightily enraged 
against the statesmen (Lords Chesterfield and 
Macclesfield) who had originated and carried 
the measure through Parliament, that, in the 
streets and ou the hustings, they lustily shoutcd 
against them, Wo stole our eleven days?” 
and ** Give us back our eleven days.“ Perhaps 
the Russian populace of 1878 may be wiser, and, 
therefore, more moderate, over a change of the 
calendar, than the peasantry and the lower pop- 
ulation of London had been in 1752.

LABOR AND WAGES—REPORT FROM TITE UNITED 
STATES CONSUL AT AMSTERDAM. 

Wasutnoron, D. C., Sent. 3,—A_ dispatch re- 
cently received at the Department of Stare 
from Mr. David Eckstein, the American Conan 
at Amsterdam, contains an interesting re ort 
as to labor and wages in the Netherlands. A. 
ricultural laborers who are employed by the 
vear, and who have their homes and receive 
their subsistence upon the premises of thelr 
emplovers, are paid from 125 to 150 florins per 
annum, aud usually receive two common suits of 
clothing duringsuch period of time. Farm lahor- 
ers hired by the day during the harvest season, 
or at any other busy time, receive from 1 to 1.35 
florins per day and ‘board. Laborers em Moved 
bv the florists and nurserymen at the Cit y of 
Haarlem and its neighborhood in raising bulbs 
or flower roots are paid 7.25 florins.per week 
for nine months in the year, and for the other 
three monts 6.62 florins per week. Female 
servants are puid from 50 to 150 florins per an- 
num. Those who receive only from 50 to 7% 
florins do not live in the houses of their em- 
plovers, but come early in the and 
leave about 4 o'clock in the afternoon. ~ 

Diamond cutting and polishing fs a business 
peculiar to Amsterdam. It is carried on toa 
great extent, and has of late vears been 
remarkably prosperous. Experienced and skill- 
fu! ‘liamond-cutters are now earning from 100 
to 2) florins per week. There are said to be 
over 1.500 of them in Amsterdam. The pros- 
perity of this trade dates from the discovery 
of diamonds at the Cape of Good Hope. Since 
that time the diamond-cutters have had almost 
uninterrunted lucrative emplovment, and 
many of them have acquired thereby large for- 


tunes. 

The following statement shows the amount 
of wages paid certain mechanics by the 1 
Dutch currener, viz.: Carpenters, from, 18 te 
25 cents; masons, from 18 to 25 cents; paint- 


ers, from 17 to 25 cents; plumbers, from 1d to

ers. from 22 to 3% cents. Shoemakers doing 
fine or best work earn 15 to 16.50 florins pci 
week; those doing ordinary work and repair- 
ing carn fromé to 9 florins per week. “Tailors 
employed in making fine, fashionable garmente 
earn from 14 to 17 florins per week; those doing 
common work and repairing from 4 to 9 florins 
per week. Car-makers, when steadily at work, 
receive from 13 to 17 florins per weck. Common 


laborers working on railroads get from | to 1.50 


florin. per day, and the same amount is usuaily 
paid by contractors on public works. 

Toe number of hours mechanics aud laborers 
work in the Netherlands is never less, but often 
more, than twelve per day. The present rates 
of wages for near!vali classes of labor are from 
25 to W per cent greater than ther were about 
five years ago, but during the same time the 
cost of living to the laborer has increased to 
even a higher rate than the wages. The general 
condition of the laboring classes is not regarded 
as prosperous, and it is onlv by being extremely 
fruga!, economical, and abstemious that many 
arc able to maintain themselves and families. 
There does not, however, appear to be any 
widespread discontent, nor do the mass of the 
laboring classes seem to be in the least imoreg- 
nated with Communistic ideas. The Consul. in 
closing his report, refers to the noteworthy 
fact that nearly all the real estate iv Amster- 
dam has increased in value from 7% to 100 per 
cent duri le the past 8 or 10 years. Business is 
at present very much depressed in the Nether- 
lands, but dy no means as much as in other 
countries in Europe.

feudatory Courts, exciting/suggestions for native 
aggrandizement, and hat¢hing schemes aimed at 
the aestruction of Britiah power, render an abso- 
jute change of policy an immediate necessity. Yet 
a departure from the policx by which we have eu- 
deavored to starve the Ameer into submission can- 
not but be deemed the confeagion of a rather hu- 
miliating failure. The Ameer has completely 
beaten us. So far from coming }n to sue for British 
protection and British favor, adroiti 
piaying off Russia upon us, force 
erument to descend from the lofty pinnacle of con- 
temptuous reserve from which they have so long 
observed him, and compelled them to invite him 
once again to open friendly relations with them. 


The new development of affairs isa hu- 
miliating one for England, as it is apparent 
even to the most careless observer that she 
has been out-diplomatized by Russia, and 
that she has to occupy a second place, by 
following instead of preceding the Russian 
Mission. If Russia should so far improve 
the opportunities of that Mission as to con- 
clude an offensive and defensive alliance 
with the Ameer, it brings up a new phase of 
the Eastern Question, so important in its 
character that England will have to increase 
her Indian forces to counteract the steady 
advance of Russia in the direction of India. 

THE RECOVERY IN BUSINESS. 

Tun Trrsune has frequently pointed out 
the fatal consequences resulting from the de- 
lusion that there is or can be any general 
accumulation of wealth, or, as it is popularly 
expressed, ‘‘ getting rich,” Without labor, 
economy, and industry. The easy fortunes 
made during the War, by speculation, by the 
discovery of oil, and by sndden rising or 
falling of stocks—and these fortunes were as 
a general thing exhausted and wasted in a 
cgmparatively brief time had a most demor- 
alizing effect upon public sentiment. It con- 
verted the American people into a nation of 
speculators. It turned men's thoughts and 
hopes from labor and industrial occupations 
to schemes for getting rich without 
work. The ordinary means of earning 
money became, in the general esti- 
mate, all too slow; every man wanted 
to strike oil” and become rich in a day, 
and men shrunk from the old method of 
toil, persevering labor, and slow accumula- 
tion. Coupled with this thirst for sudden 
wealth was the equally feverish desire to 
enter upon a speedy and extravagant expend- 
iture for personal enjoyment. A kind of 
insanity took possession of the popular 
mind, and it became a general belief that 
money was no longer essential to wealth; 
that credit was as good, if not better than 
cash; that railroads, to the extent of 5,000 
miles a year, at four times their proper 
cost, could be created by the mere issue of 
bonds or notes; that mortgages for indefinite 
sums, and bearing the most extravagant rates 
of interest, could be issued with im- 
punity, and would pay or otherwise take 
care of themselves. The whole country was 
prolific with notes, bonds, and evidences of 
dent ; money could be borrowed by the mill- 
ion, and no thought of future payment was 
ever allowed to distress or disturb the most 
extravagant operator. The lunacy affected 
all classes of society,—few were free from 
it; all supposed they were getting rich, and 
were living accordingly ; producing was of 
secondary account; all were buying and 
selling each other’s notes, bonds, and mort- 
gages, and always at immense profit, as they 
thought. 

We need not say that there was an end to 
this gas business. The end was sudden, dis- 
astrous, and overwhelming. For five 
years the country has been struggling amid 
the remnants of the general wreck. 
The nation has been as if it were recovering 
from along debauch of idleness, wasteful- 
ness, prodigality. The wealth supposed 
to have existed in credit bas vanished, the 
riches other than the actual! product of labor 
have perished, and the American people are 
brought: face to face with the inexorable 
truth that there can be no wealth and no ac- 
cumulation of riches save that resulting 
from the accumulations of labor. 

The most painful remnant of the old delu- 
sion is the effort which certain classes of men 
are making to restore the old condition of 
affairs, which, origivating during the War, 
reached a collapse in the panic of 1875. They 
refuse to recognize the inexorable fact that 
human industry alone can create national 
and individual wealth, and that the personal 
acquisition of riches, as a general thing, is 
the result of the slow accumulation of say- 
} ings from the regular and ordinary earnings 
of labor. There are exceptions, but the ex- 
ceptional acquisition of riches is not more 
numerous than the reckless and profligate 
expenditure thereof by those who thus sud- 
denly, and by short processes, acquire them. 
If there be any man in the land whoexpects to 
seg return to the wild speculative credit 
system which prevailed in this country from 
1802 to 1873. or any approach to at; such man 
is doomed to utter disappointment. There 


c b and of those who call themselves 


Atatesmen, who represent at the period 
covered by the War.-when so-called dollars 


‘were worth trom 70 to 40 cents each; was 
most prosperous period of the country’s 
This, however, is but the raving of in- 
considerate madness. Since 1873 there has 
been a gradual return to sense and frugality. 
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have been fewer and more diffloult to nego- 

tiate; but whatever a man had was real and not 
imaginary substantial and not shadowy. Rail- 
roads are no longer built by ‘“‘confidence,” and, 
though there are fewer miles constructed, the 
railroads built to-day represent actual cash 

value. It has taken five years to get out of 
the mire of bankruptoy. Thousands had to 

wait for the wheat to grow from which they 

were to get bread; but the wheat has grown 
and the bread is to be had. There has been 
along and distressing suspension of the 

labor formerly paid with debts; but the 
labor that is paid with cash has been mainly 
restored and is again so generally employed 
that to-day nearly ail men willing to work can 
find labor at fair wages. Wages, computed by 
the number of dollars, may be less, but the 
dollars are larger, and wages will now buy 
as much food and clothing, and human 
comforts and necessaries, as would the more 
numerous but less valuable dollars of the 
days of gas. No man can read the speech of 
President Hays upon the constantly enlarg- 
ing surplus of earnings over expenditures 
since the panic, the extinction of debt, the 
reduction of taxation, the extension of the 
markets for the products of American labor, — 
no one can read the President's exposition of all 
these facts without rejoicing at the general 
recovery of business, the improvement in 
the rewards of industry, and the rapid ap- 
proach of brighter and more prosperous 
days than the country has witnessed iu all its 
previous history. 


THE APPROACHING ELECTION. 

The fall election is less than two months 
removed from date, but the result, so far as 
Cook County is concerned, will be prede- 
termined before that time by the character 
of the candidates put forward by the con- 
tending parties. As soon as little Doouit- 
TLE was nominated for Congress in the First 
District (the South Division), it was all but 
unanimoysly conceded that a Republican 
would be elected; since then it has been con- 
sidered a question upon whom the choice of 
the Republican Conventiqn will fall. There 
will be much the same settlement before 
election in the case of every other notably 
_uefit-aomination from this city and county. 
The reason for thinking so is, that the 
county certainly, the two remaining Con- 
gressional Districts, and nearly every Sen- 
atorial and Legislative District in the county, 
are so close and uncertain that the result 18 
almost sure to turn upon the individual 
merits of the candidates. 

There is some talk of an independent tick- 
et for the election of county officials, as 
usual, but the present year is unfavorable 
for such a movement. There is too much 
party concern in the Congressional and 
Legislative elections, which occur on the 
same day as the local election, to admit of 
any general abandonment of party lines. 
Both Democrats and Republicans have in 
mind the fact that the next Legislature 
elects a Senator, and that the complexion 
of the House of Representatives will 
determine whether or not thé Democratic 
party shall control the National Legislature. 
Under this condition of things, the Demo- 
crats and Republicans will put forth their 
strongest partisan effurts, and neither party 
will, be inclined to give way to any inde- 
pendent movement for local offices. What- 
ever headway the Fiatists may have 
made, or may be making, elsewhere, there 
are no indications that they will cut 
any figure in the three Congres- 
sional elections in which Cook County is 
concerned. The Communists, in case they 
run a Congressional ticket in the West Divis- 
ion, will cut into the Democrats in one ward 
and into the Republicans in another, so that 
it is difficult to tell which party will suffer 
most from the defection. The Legislative 
elections this fall will also assist in holding 
the two chief parties to strict partisan lines, 
because the next Legislature elects a United 
States Senator. While Cook County has, as 
a matter of fact, a paramount interest in the 
election of a delegation to the State Legisla- 
ture that will be competent to influence use- 
ful legislation of local import, and especially 
secure a change in the mode of electing 
County Commissioners, it is probable that 
the choice of United States Senator will give 
party lines the pre-eminence. 

As all the indications point to a square 
contest between the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties in Cook County at the fall 
election, so they all foreshadow a very close 
vote. In 1876, Tux carried the county 
by about 2,400 majority, but for Governor 
it was nearly a tie, and Kerry, the 
Democratic candidate for Sheriff, ran about 
4,000 ahead; but the Republicans elected 
all their other candidates by handsome 
majorities. One year ago the Republi- 
cans elected their County Treasurer, Coun- 
ty Clerk, and tive Commissioners by good 
majorities, but the Democrats were unques- 
tionably weakened by the bad candidates they 
put forward. The Communists; at last fall’s 
election, cast about 7,000 votes, and at the 
eity and town election last spring their vote 
in the three towns was 6,552, which indicates 
about their entire strength. It is likely that 
they will nominate candidates this fall and 
vote their n ticket (though without a 
hopeur esting anybody except, perhaps, one 
or two members of the Legislature), because 
they are guided by some obstinate dema- 
gogues who are determined to maintain a So- 
cialistic organization in this city with a view 
to something that may turn up in the future. 
The local Convention held by the Fiatists 
two or three weeks ago, which was a small 
mob and broke up in a row, did not threaten 
any serious disturbance of existing party 
lines. The most reasonable conclusion frum 
all this is, that the two principal parties will 
obstinately contend for the victory, and that 
the result will depend on which side runs 
the best candidates. 

if we have correctly stated the situation, 
the obvious moral is that the Republican 
party should select the very best men they 
can command for all the local offices as the 
surest means for achieving a victory, for 
these candidates for the local offices will ex- 
ercise a considerable influence on the Con- 
gressional and Legislative vote. Though the 
choice of the five County Commissioners 
will be in many respects the most important 
feature of the election, the local ticket will 
be headed by the candidate for Sheriff. The 
Republicans hold therr Convention first, 
and cannot count upon any Democratic 
errors. Their only course, therefore. is to 
nominate their most available candidates, 
with special reference to Keny’s being the 
Democratic candidate, as that is the most 
likely outcome, ..Great strength may be 
given the entire Republican ‘ticket, too, by 
the nomination of five first-class men for the 
County Board, for the taxpaying community 
is determined not to vote for any others for 
County Commissioners, and those who can 
be. influenced to vote for the Republican 
candidates for the County Board, by reason of 
their being the best men, will be likely to go

A QUERI ERED. 
To the Editor of The Trine. * 

CHicaGo, Sept. 7,—You argue that the Govern- 
ment cannot issue ! eewadie Piat paper money 
and maintain it at par with gold. How. then, does 
it manage to make standard eilver dollars whose 
bullion vaive is rather less than 90 cents pass cur- 
rent at 100 cents in golay And why is it that the 
trade dollar. which contsins 7% grains more silver 
than the standard dollar. ig worth 10 ber cent less? 
Is it not because it lacks ne fiat of tne Gov- 
ernment’ Will you please explain the cause, as it 
puzzies a good many people. QUERIST. 

It is not as hard a conundrum as Quer- 
ist“ thinks, although the question is the fa- 
vorite Fiatists’ puzzle, which they regard as 
urplainable except om pure Fiat principles. 

In the first place, if silver was the solo 
hard-money legai-tender, and gold was not a 
legal-tender in this country, the value of the 
standard silver dollar would be precisely that 
of the bullion it contains, with expense of 


coꝛnage added, which’ ai this time would be 


about 90 per cent of the value of gold. We 


mean by value purchasing power,—the 
quantity of any commodity that a dollar of 
each will buy. 

No „tat“ of the Government could 
make the purchasing power of the legal- 
tender standard silver dollar of 4123 
grains equai to that of the trade 
dollar of 420 grains if gold was de- 
monetized. it is omiy necessary to repeal 
the legal-tender character of goid to bring 
the standard silver dollar down to the value 
of silver bullion im che markets of the 
world. In that case the non-fiat trade dol- 
lar would be passing current for about 101, 
on account of its excess of bullion over the 
Fiat“ standard dollar, just as a foreign gold 
coin atrfle heavier than one of our legal- 
tender gold coins will pass for more than the 
latter. 

Mexico, Russia, India, and China, have 
the single silver standard of hard money. In 
each of those countries gold bullion is at 2 
premium of 10 or 11 per cent over their 
legal-tender silver money, and no “ fiat” can 
prevent it. So it would be in the United 
States if we should demonetize gold If 
Congress next winter should throw out gold 
as a legal-tender money, the purchasing 
power of our standard silver dollars would 
instantly decline 10 or 11 per cent, or down 
to the value of the bullion, whereas the 
demonetized gold would continue at its 
present commercial value, which is estab- 
lished by its foreign purchasing power. 

Why, then, asks a Fiatist, are legal-tender 
silver dollars worth 10 per cent more than 
their bullion value, and why are they worth 
as much as legal-tender gold dollars, when 
gold is so much more valuable than silver? 

The reason is not difficult to give, and 
must be obvious to those who will reflect 
upon it after it is presented. 

It is the option given to men to pay duties 
as well as all debts in standard silver dollars 
in connection with their scarcity. It takes 
130 millions a year to pay duties. There is 
not one-tenth that amount yet coined, and 
only two or three millions in circulation. 
Gold and silver alone are received in payment 
of duties. Importers must pay over standard 
gold, if they cannot procure standard silver. 
They are willing to give within the smallest 
fraction as much currency for standard silver 
as for gold. It is no difference to them 
whether silver has any more purchasing 
power or bullion value than an equal weight 
of lead, so long as it will pay duties. While 
the Government receives it for tariff taxes, 
and it is scaree, this special use must neces- 
sarily make it worth as much as gold. It 
does not require very deep penetration to see 
this. Even a Fiat fool” ought to be capable 
of comprehending it. 

Next comes into play the Cernuschi 
law,” that governs the value of money, viz.: 
the debtor’s option. Establish two metallic 
legal-tender standards—gold and silver—and 
give the debtor the option to pay in either, 
and he will invariably seek the cheaper of 
the two and tender that to his creditor. 
When silver bullion is cheaper than gold he 
tenders silver dollars for duties and 
debts. This makes a run on the cheaper 
of the two, and this general demand for the 
silver dollars raises their selling price above 
their bullion value, and the ‘‘ neglect” of 
gold reduces its monetary value, until the 
two coin standards come to a practical equi- 
librium. The law of supply and demand 
rules here as well as in the price of corn or 
pork, iron or cotton. It is this debtor's op- 
tion of tender that enables France to keep 
her silver at par with gold. Take away the 
option from silver and it will instently fall to 
its bullion value. Include the trade dollar 
in the debtor’s option and immediately it will 
advance to a level with the standard dollar; 
but demonetize gold, and the option is gone, 
and thereafter legal-tender silver will sink to 
its bullion value in the world’s markets ; and 
this is all the flat there is in the case. 


MORE DEMOCRATIC VAGARIES. 

It is no easy matter to keep track of the 
vagaries of the Democratic party on the 
finance question. This remark is suggested 
by the Minnesota Democratic platform just 
at hand, which differs from all the others 
that have come under our notice. Let us re- 
call some of them in the West alone. The 
Michigan Democrats abide by the hard- 
money traditions of the party, and honestly 
demand a return to & specie basis. The 
Ouio idee” is to repeal the Resumption 
act, and substitute legal-tender flats 
for the National Bank notes. Indiana and 
Illinois Democrats pander to the Nationals in 
favor of fiat money,—that is, an unlimited 
amount of irredeemable scrip. And now 
come the Minnesota Democrats with the foi- 
lowing proposition: 

Resolved, That we are opposed to any further 
contraction of the currency, toa tariff for protec- 
tion, to class legislation and sumptuary lass, to 
monopolies Of all kinds, to any iocrease of the 
bonded debt, to the sale of bonds for the purpose 
oi coin for resumption purposes; and, therefore, 

fiesoived, That we are zu favor of tne gradual 
substitution of National Treasury notes for Na- 
tional. Bank notes, and making such Treasury 
notes the soie Daper curren¢y of the country, and 
placed On such basis as that the same shail be 


equa! in Value with coin, and a legal-tender the 
same as colin, etc. 


We omit the remainder of the Minnesota 
platform, because it is of the nature of a 
partisan stump-speech ‘and has no signifi- 
cance ; the rest is declamatory, and this sec- 
tion alone indicates a policy. Now it will be 
noted that there are several points of differ- 
ence between the Minnesota Democratic 
policy and the Demoefatic policy of the 
other Western States, among which may be 
mentioned the following: 

1. The repeal of the Resumption act is not 
demanded. The policy of selling any more 
bonds for resumption purposes is opposed, 
but most Republicans. including the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, are also in favor of 
stopping the sale of bonds for resumption 
purposes, because the coin reserve is already 
ample to that end. The significant point is 
that the Minnesota Democrats designedly 
— to demand the repeal of the Resump- 

act. 


2. While the Minnesota Democrats declare

that these notes shall be “placed on sach | 
basis that the same shall be equal in value 
with coin.” This is u very different matter 
from the Ohio idee,” which wants legal- 
tender notes that shall not be redeemed or 
redeemable. It was probably because the 
Minnesota Democrats understood that the 
only way to keep notes on a par with coin is 
to make them redeemable on demand, that 
they did not ask for the repeal of the Re- 
sumption act. 

The fact is that the Minnesota Democrats 
are more in accord with the Republicans 
generally than with most of the Democrats 
throughout the West and South. The Re- 
publicans are opposed to any further con- 
traction of the currency, and believe that the 
greenbacks now outstanding can be kept at 
par with coin by carrying: out the terms of 
the Resumption act, and are also of the opin- 
ion that it will not be necessary to sell any 
more bonds in order to render the Resump- 
tion act successful. Indeed, there might be 
no serious opposition within the Republican 
party to the retirement of National Bank 
notes to make room for the same amount of 
Treasury notes, if it could be demonstrated 
that such new issue can be maintained at 
par with coin, as the Minnesota Democrats 
demand it shall be. 

Since the class of Minnesota people 
professing to be Democrats are so much 
more nearly in accord with the Repub- 
licans on the vital issue of the time 
than they are with the majority of the 
Democratic party, we would suggest that 
they “ pool their issues with the Repub- 
lican party and vote the Republican ticket. 
There is nothing selfish or designing about 
this suggestion, since there is little hope for 
the Democratic party to make any headway 
in Minnesota in any case. But if those 
Democrats who are in favor of maintaining 
the paper currency of the Government at 
par with coin will join the Republicans who 
believe in the same honest, consistent, and 
profitable policy, they will leave the Fiatists 
in that State to their own resources, and 
ther, there is little danger that the insane 
scheme for issuing unlimited and irredeem- 
able fiat scrip will gain any strength so far 
as Minnesota is concerned.

THE PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT ,OF NA- 
TIONAL FINANCES. 

The President presented in his address at 
St. Paul. on Thursday, a statement in a com- 
pact form of the national finances that is 
clearly expressed, can be easily understood, 
and will be accepted with gratification by the 
country. When the War closed in 1865 the 
ascertained debt and the outstanding bal- 
ances due on contracts and claims were esti- 
mated at three thousand millions of dollars. 
So great was this debt that it appalled the 
boldest minds; and, while repudiation was 
but faintly advocated, there was a wide- 
spread doubt as to the ability of the Govy- 
ernment to pay the debt, and some reluct- 
ance to engage in making the attempt. The 
President presents the figures of the debt in 
those days following the close of the War, 
and contrasts them with those of the present 
day :

Within the last few years a great change 
has taken place in the ownership of this 
debt. It is estimated that in 1871 about 
$1,000,000,000 of the public debt was held 
abroad, on which from $50,000,000 to $60,- 
000,000 of interest was paid and sent abroad. 
It is now ascertained that three-fourths of the 
bonds are held by our own people, and hat 
the interest sent abroad does not exceed 
$15,000,000 to $18,000,000 annually. From 
these facts it appears that during the thir- 
teen years the debt has been reduced over 
seven hundred millions; the annual inter- 
est has been reduced over $55,000,000; and 
this interest is now paid mainly to our own 
people. Nor do these remarkable figures 
explain all that has been done. There has 
been a large reduction of taxes within the 
period since the War. The taxes are those 
collected from customs and from internal 
revenue, and they compare as follows:

$110,000,000 a year, our exports the for 
years 1876, 1877, and 1878 exceeded our im- 
ports in the sum of $488,628,242. Nor is 
there anything in the condition of affairs at 
home or abroad to indicate anything but a 
constant and regular increase of the annual 
exports of the products of the industry of 
the country, as well in manufactured as in 
agricultural and mineral branches of Amer- 
ican labor. 

The President’s presentation of the pros- 
perous condition of the Public Treasury; the 
great progress in discharging the principal 
of the debt; the reduction of the rate of in- 
terest; the great advance in the character of 
the public credit; the evidence of thrift, 
saving, and economy on the part of the peo- 
ple, who out of their own earnings have be- 
come the owners of the debt; the immense 
increase in the value of the surpl@ products 
of the nation, and the evident increase in 
the accumulated wealth of the whole coun- 
try, was especially appropriate at a State

HOW THINGS LOOK. 

In the Second District it has not yet been de- 
cided when the Convention will be held. The 
Campaign Committee meets to-morrow evening 
in Justice Matson’s office, and wilk then proba- 
bly fix upon a time, which cannot be far distant.

THE FIREMEN. 


Closing Exercises of the Tournament. 

Yesterday opened ciear and pleasant, with a 
light and cooling breeze from the south. Be- 
fore 10 o’clock the erowd began to arrive at 
Dexter Park, and when the first exercise on the 
Drugramme was taken up all the seats on the 
grand stand were occupied, and a misce!laneous 
muititude was gathered about the centre of at- 
traction, the judges’ stand. The audience was 
by far the largest of any day during the tourna- 
ment, and there was plenty of enthusiasm 
shown by the fair as well as by the baser sex. 
The number of visitors was variously estimated 
at from 8,000 to 10,000. It was noticeeble that 
there was a far larger proportion of private 
carviages than on previous days, ard a glance at 
the rows of well- dressed people in the grand 
stand proved that Chicago was unusually well 
represented in the audience. 

If amusement was what the crowd came for, 
it must have been disappointed; if excitement, 
nothing more could be asked. There Were two 
accidents of a thrilling character, one fireman 
falling headlong from the top of a four-story 
building before the very eyes of the thousands 
of spectators, and another managing te get 
himself badly burned in trying to exhibit his 
prowess by plunging into a flaming building. 
These two incidents were not down upon the 
programme, but they were sufficient to mar the 
enjoyment of many who had come with the ex- 
pectatiun of seeing only a display of firemen 
and fire-engines, unattended by wolence or 
sickening accidents. 

The first contest was between hand engines 
and hose carts, which were required to be run 
forty rods, the companies then throwing the 
suction pipe into the tank aud uureeling one sec- 
tien of bose. For, the contest there entered 
the New Peorias, of Peoria, III.; the Water- 

itch, of Quincy, III.; and the Winnebagoes, 
of Rockford, III. The time was taken up to the 
period of getting water from the hose, and re- 
sulted as follows: New Peorias, 1 mip. 12 sec. ; 
Water-Witch, 1 min. 16% sec.; the Winneba’ 
goes, 1 min. 2% sec. Th 
tion of the Peorias was generally applauded. 

A trial of speed in hitching was then made by 
Hook and Ladder Company No.2, of Chicaro, 
four traces, two cross lines, and two pole 
chaipa. 

During this exhibition there was set on fire a 
small building, which was composed of unip- 
flammable wood, prepared by immersion ine 
solation of tungstate of soda, according to Dr. 
Joues’ method. The structure was filled with 
shavings and kerosene, and was set on fire and 
allowed to burn out. The exhibition was not a 
remarkable success, ss the roof and sides soon 
fell in, and the structure was about as complete 
a ruin as it Was possible to wake it. 

The trial of hitching was won by the Peorias 
in 26% seconds for three trials. 

One of the most interesting incidents of the 
entire tournament was the trial of speed of the 
steam self-propelling engine No. 17, from West 

ke street. This engine made the mile track 
n three minutes ove and three-quarter seconds, 
and was havdicd in admirable style, The ap- 
pearanee of the engine coming down the track 
was exciting and iuteresting. The time, how- 
ever, Was not considered as good as the engine 
could make. 


STEAM ENGINES. 

The next exhibition was a competition be- 
tween steam fire engines. Each apparatus was 
housed im a separate frame building constructed 
for the purpose. A buildipg was erected for 
each company participating, and containing a 
eertain quantity of combustible material. When 
ignited a fire-alarm signa! was telegrapbed from 
an alarm box to each company. Time Was taken 
from the first stroke of the gong until the ap- 
paratus was outside of the house. It was 
Originally intended that the first con pan should 
drive arognd the mile track and then be put to 
work upon the burning building, but this plan 
D from. Ine building was allowed 
to Durp tev minutes, when the first company in 
order was put to work upon the fire. Self- 
propelier No. 17 was given the opportunity to 
show its capacity, and sueceeded in extinguish- 
ing the flames in filteen minutes. 

This was followed by two other exhibitions of 
the same character. Engine No. 1. of Joliet, 
and the J. G. Meacham, of Racine, participated. 
In this trial the wind was very strong and 
carried the flames from the burning building to 
one adjoining. The engines succeeded in 
putting out both fires in a short space of time. 
The smoke aud flames were exceedingly 
deleterious to the crowd of meu and boys who 
insisted on getting so close to the buildings as 
to be in danger of ignition themselves. 

It was during one of these trials that there 
bappened one of the awkward accidents which 
took away so mach from the enjoyment of this, 
the final day of the tournament. Dick 
Dunne, belonging to Engine No, 17, 
was ordered to approach a burning 
frame building, for the purpose of 
handling the hose more effectively. He did sv, 
bust getting too near the flames caught mm, and 
in a moment he was lying insenstble, his hair 
completely singed from his bead, and his fave 
dreadiuliv burned. He was removed to the 
Transit House, whence he was taken to his 
home, No. 124 West Huron street. 

This incident happened at a point where the 
crowd did not happen to be very creat, and 
hence itescaped general attention, and the ex- 
hibition proceeded as usual. But shortiy after- 
ward there came a second accident, of a most 
thrilling uature, in full sight of the im- 
meuse audience. It happened in this way; 
The operations of «the Pompier Corpse were 
watched with great interest by the large crowd 
assembled at the grand stand and the mu)lti- 
tude in the vicinity of the central engine-house. 
The exhibition was very similar to the one given 
on the previous day. The St. Louis beys wield- 
ed the scaling-Jadders deitly aud rapidly. Their 
first move Was lo rug toe ladders high up the 
wallof a four-story building, fifty-three ieet hiah,

Henrotin, who happened to de near when the 
accident occurred. It was found that his collar 
bone was fractured and his shoulder dislocated, 
but it was not believed, that bis injuries were 
fatal. ; 

The Stanton engine, from “the Starton Com- 
pany’s works in New York, charged with King’s 
compound for extinguishing fires, was set to 
work upon a burning building, This compound, 
composed of tungstate of Oda. it is claimed, 
will prevent further ignition wherever it touches 
a building. The experiment was quite success- 
ful, the building being rescued bs the engine, 
from which only a small stream was discharged. 

Two other two-story N buildings were 
then fired, and Aurora. No. I, and Prairie Bird, 
of Bloomington, II., were set to work to ex- 
tinguish the flames. 

piece of hose belonging to the American 
Fire-Hove Manufacturing Conipany, of Chelsea 
Mass., was tested, and the lining was rupture 
at a pressure of 600 pounds. 

At this hour, 3:45 p. m., 6 presentation of a 
stand of colors was made to the Caicago Fire 
Department. The Committee of Presentation 
were Acting Mayor Gilbert, W. K. Sullivan, the 
Hon. Phil Hoyne, J. F. Cleaveland, Ald. Wet- 
terer, E. F. C. Klokke, Dr. Hanne, and C. Fel- 
ton. The colors were an elegant silk flag, gold 
fringed, and a blue silk banner, representing 
the colors of the Chicago Fire Department. 
The speech of presentation was made by Ald. 
Gilbert, and responded to in afew fitting words 
by Marshal Benner. 

Self-propelling engine No. 17 next went 
around the mile track, making the very good 
time of 2 min. 58 sec. 

The members of the Fire Department present 
formed in procession, bearing the bayners just 
presented, and, preceded by Hand’s hand, fol- 
lowed by the Citizens’ Committee, marched 
up and down the track in front of the grand 
stand amid applause from the spectators. 

An exhibition was given of the Copeland Fire- 
Escape. It consists of an endless wire rope 
and wire-rope ladder attached to a carriage run- 
ning on a track attached to the building under 
the cornice, and can be moved to any window 
instantly. A fireman ascended the ladder to 
the fourth story and attached a person to the 
endless rope with a strap and clamp, aud while 
he was being lowered the escape was moved 
to another window, about fifteen feet, and an- 
other was put on and lowered to the ground, all 
being dove in one minute and thirty seconds. 
This seems to be a very practical escape, and 
meets with general approval, @specialiy among 
the firemen.

There are some other awards in dispute, and 
the Committee adjourned until Saturday at 
8:80 to fix the same up.

Arrival and Reception of His Party 
in Minneapolis, 


A Flattering Ovation Given the Chief 
Magistrate at the Fair Grounds. 


Speeches by the President, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Devens, and Others. 


MINNSAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 7.—President 
Hyaes and party reached this city at 7:30 this 
morning on the return from Fargo. A light 
rain was falling at the time, awakening fore- 
bodings as to the day, but the morning sun 
brought a break in the clouds, and, despite the 
mud, the streets were early filled with citizens 
anxious to see and welcome the President. A 
committee of prominent citizens were in walt- 
ing at the depot to receive the distinguished 
guests, who were escorted, amidst cheers of the 
people who lined the streets, to the Nicollet 
House, where breakfast was in waiting. After 
breakfast the President and Mrs. Hayes re- 
ceived a few personal friends, when 
carriages were taken, and, under the es- 
cort of the Mayor and prominent citizeus,. the 
party started for a drive about the city. They 
visited the Falls, inspected the great mills and 
other objects of interest, and at 1 o’clock en- 
tered 

THE FAIB-GROUNDS. 

Heredbey were received by enthusiastic cheers 
from-the great multitude which had already 
assembled in anticipation of the visit of the 
President. The party were driven to Agricult- 
ural Hall, and, after viewing it from the 
gallery, wandered through it, the grand organ 
meantime pealing out its notes, and again took 
carriages and were driven to the stock and ma- 
chinery depot. A grand cavaicade of haif a 
million dgjiars’ worth of stock were ranged in 
the parade. The carriages were then 
driven to the grand stand. Presi- 
dent Hayes and wife. Gov. Pillsbury 
and wife, Mayor Rand, Gen. Washburn, Attor- 
ney-General Devens, and Gen. Myers entering 
the judges’ stand. There had by ‘this time 
gathered in the amphitheatre and about it up- 
ward of 20,000 people, whose applause was si- 
lenced as Mayor Rand stepped to the front and 
said :

000.000 worse than last year in our 
trade with Kuropean nations, —$400, 000, 000 better 
in 1878 than we were in 1872. |Appiause.}] Weill, 
now. everybody understands there isa great deal 
of discussion among political economists about this 
balance of trade, and gentiemen will say that it is 
not eo imporjant as many are disposed to consider; 
but it is a great comfort to know that $257, 000. 000 
are on our side applause ], for at the last the balance 
must be paid in cash this way, and bence it hap-. 
pens that I read in the morning paper of to-day 
that we are a quarter of a cent nearer specie-pay- 
ment than we have been before since we suspend- 
ed. Now, if wego over the whole list of impor- 
tunt statistics ia reference to pubiic affairs of the

THEODORE THOMAS’ COLLEGE. 

The first official intimation of the scope of in- 
struction to be given in the Cincinnati Music 
College, under the leadership of Mr. Thomas, 
bas just been issued in circular form.

Tt is the alm of the College to impart instruction. 
theoretically and practically, in all branches of 
musical education. The plan of instruction adopt- 
ed heré is intended to give to the student who 
wishes to become a professional musician a meth- 
odical, scientific, and compiete education. This 
comprehensive system is necessarily of the highest 
advantage to the amateur who wishes to learn one 
or more special branches of the art and ecience of 
music. In order to render this system practical 
and effective, talented teachers will be employed. 
who are able to execute as well as teach. 

The departménts of instruction are ten in 
number, as follows: The. voice, in chorus 
classes and solo singing; the orchestra, includ- 
ing special instruction on each instrament and 
concerted playing: theory. including: harmony, 
counterpoint, instrumentation, and composi- 
tion; piano playing; the organ; history of 
music, lectures on musical subjects; score pla- 
ing and conducting; languages, Italian, Ger- 
man, and French; elocution; concert-roonr de- 
portment, dramatic expression. ‘he circular 
concludes thus: 

These are the principal departments of instruc- 
tion; they will be added to or modified as circum- 
stances require. Pupils may study only one 
special branch, but they cannot receive a diploma 
of graduation unless they are abie to pass an ex- 
amination in branches required for that pur- 
pose. The course of instruction in the 
College of Music of Cincinnati offers superior 
advantages to those who wish to acquire the art 
and science of music, whether as a profession 
or a8 an accomplishment; but the College 
offers additional attractions not found eleewhere 
in this country, in the series of symphony and 
chamber concerts given under its direction. As a 
part of their musical education regular students 
will have free admission to the rehearsais of these 
concerts. The College will open for the reception 
of students early in October. Applications for ad- 
mission may be made to the Secretary of the Col- 
lege of Masic of Cinemnati, O0. The Professors 
and instructors in the different departments are 
now being engaged. aud will be announced at the 
earliest possible date.

Celtic the Language of the Peasantry— 
How They Dress—Their 
Wit. 


The Annual Rates Beauty of the Ladies -Drinking 
Habits, Sow and in the Olden 
Times. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Gavway, Ireland, Aug. 21.—This is one of 
the most quaintly picturesque cities I have vis- 
ited in Ireland, and to me one of the most 
pleasing and interesting. Isaw it under the 
most favorable circumstances, when decked out 
in holiday attire and bathed in the soft light of a 
midsummer sun. It is situated in the west of 
Ireland, on Galway Bay, in a flat plain, in the 
midst of sterile valleys and barren hilis. It de- 
rives its oply importance as a se aport and com- 
mercial town, having the finest bay and securest 
anchorage of any city in Ireland. Once its 
streets were filled with merchants, and the mar- 
ble walls of their splendid mansions arose on 
every side. These buildings are now crambied 
by time, and are occupied by the bum- 
blest classes. Their wealthy proprietors 
have long since gone down into 
“the dark valley,“ and their interited 
wealth has been scattered by the vicissitudes of 
war and the mutations of time. From being 
one of the wealthiest and proudest cities of Ire- 
land, Galway has become one of the poorest and 
in some respects the most insignificant. It was 
at one time the mart of Spanish trade, and the 
town still bears evidences of its former origin 
a 4 glory. Its Spanish architecture still re- 
ns, and the wide gateways, broad stairs, 
and fantastic ornaments carry one back in im- 
ag inat ion to the time of Granada and Valencia. 
Tue streets are winding and irregular, and very 
confusing to the stranger. The old houses built 
by the French and Spanish traders, with their 
broad gables, their heavy bow-windows and lit- 
tie baiconies, with the lichens and climbing 
vines covering their gray sides, present a vary- 
ing picture of never-ending interest to the visit- 
or. The straw-thatched roof of the cottages, 
the picturesque grouping of the buildings, the 
crunibling walls, the high massive chimneys, the 
old heavy stone bridges, the quays lined with 
fishing boats, the bay with its shipping, the far- 
off hills of the distant coast, please the imagina- 
tion and gratify the fancy of the behoider. It 
is, ind a town remarkable for its antiquity, 
and notable for the part it has plaved in history. 
The Town of Galway was founded im the be- 
ginning ot the fourteenth century by a colony 
of English, who, with that commercial sagacity 
which forms a characteristic of that people, lo- 
cated here for the purpose of establishing trade 
and making money. The colony flourished and 
soon became the principal port visited by for- 
eigners. The merchants of the town visited 
Spain and returned with a cargo of Spanish lux- 
uries, and with their heads filled with Spanish 
ideas. Thus Spanish customs and ideas, Span- 
ish architecture and dress, and Spanish trade be- 
came the fashion among the people, the traces 
of which may be seen to this day. 
The opulence of the foreign merchants who 


- eame here resulted in the formation of social 


circles from which the barbarous natives were 
excluded. They refused to intermarry with 
them, and took such measures as best they 
could to prevent any association with them. 
One of the corporation by-laws enacts that none 
of the inhabitants should admit any of the 
Burkes. McWilliamses, Kelleys. or anv other 


| sept into their houses, to the end that Nei- 


ther O nor Mac should strutte or swagger 
throughe the streets of Gallway.“ Thus it will 
be seen that Irish insolence and hish inde- 
pendence began to be perceived at this early 
date by the lordly foreigners who came here, 
and that proper measures were taken to subdue 
that spirit, and to render the natives duly hum- 
bie and submissive. But it seems that neither 
social prescription, mountainous taxation, fam- 
ines, wars, or the iniquities of monstrous mis- 


rule can break the indomitable spirit of the 
irish race, aud they are just as spir- 
ited and just as incormgibiy independent 
to-day as they were at, the time of 


the invasion of Henry II. The genius and char- 


acter of ever) people is formed by its history, 
and the history of the Irish people has been a 
history of religious persecutions and unceasing 
litical oppressions for the past 500 vears. 
Fat has been the result! Ilias Irish faitn and 
fidelity to the Church been eradicated? Has 
the spirit of the people and patriotism been 
crushed? Not at all. If, instead of the crush- 
iug out and exterminating process which has 
been practiced, the English Government had 
fostered and nurtured the religion of the people, 
aud had encouraged freedom of spirit and na- 
tional pride by all the power and art known to 
lewislation, none of these seutiments cou'd 
hardly have been more widely diffused and 
stronger than they are to-day among the Irish 
peopic. They are essentially a nation of Papists 
and patriots. So much for the sagacity, and 
wisdom, and success of English statesmanship. 
The peasantry of Galway adhere to their 
native tongue, many of them being 
unable to converse in any other. On 
every hand one may bear the meliaf- 
uous accent of the original Celtic race. 
The language is vigorous, expressive. and full of 
gelte imagery aud meaning, and, with a tenac- 
ity of purpose seldom before witnessed in the 
history of any people, these poor peasants 
have stoutly resisted ail iunovations of lan- 
unge, and still call for their poteen in unmixed 
jaelic. A very successful effort is being made 
to revive the study of the ancient Irish tongue 
in institutions of learning in Ireland, and schol- 
ars are becoming much interested iu the restora- 
tion of Irish literature. The venerable Arch- 
bishop McHale, of Tuam, so well known m 
America, and so highiy esteemed throughout 
the world for his disinterested patriotism. great 
learning, and benevolence of character, has 
trauslated nearly all of Moore’s Irish melodies 
into the original tongue, and has done much to 
encourage a taste for the study of the ancient 
i age of the peovle. 

women here bear the marks of their Span- 

ish orig. The black eyes, dark hair, and taw- 
ny com plexion indicate a nativity under a warmer 
sky than this. Their scariet ribbons, red petti- 
coats, and colored head also show the 
inherited love of gav colors which belonged 
to their ancestors of the land of the sun. 
The petticoat is worn sbort and the skirt of the 
frock is rolled up behind so as to give greater 
freedom in walking. Some of the faces of the 
young peasant girls, set off with deep languish 
pretty teeth, are quite attractive, 
and a group of Galway peasant women on a 
holiday occasion, as I saw them, form ap itnter- 
e of them wear shoes, but 


with a sort of hood for the head, when required, 
which is a very becoming article of apparel. In 
fact, so well — it look that the wives and 
daughters of the have borrowed the 
oe er aie and Coaddah oaks often adorn the 
forms of many fair ladies of the 

mansion. mansion. ‘The nabs men wear knee 8, cut- 
and high bats, and are the typical 
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the pure atmosvhere of cleanliness and comfort. 
Cousidering the institutions of the country as 
they are, and the difficuities the lower classes 
have to contend with, it is remarkable that they 
get on as well as they do, 

I came to Galway to witness the annua) races 
held here, which are the most popular and 
largely attended in Ireland. The Irish are 
naturally a sporting people and spend much 
time and monev in the noble amusement of 
horse-racing. Thisis a pastime well suited to 
the mercurial disposition and excitable tempera- 
ment of the people. An Irishman will go 
farther, undergo more fatigues, and endure 
more self-denial for the purpose of witnessing 
# horse-race than any otber bumau being 
know of. The Galway races have always been 
famous, and have usually attracted large 
crowas to witness them. The prizes are always 
large andthe betting beavy. The display of 
horse flesh is generally good. the course is an 
excellent one, and everything conspires to 
make the sport all that an Irishman could 
desire: Two dars is the time allotted to the 
contest. At the end of that period trish 
nupetuosity has exhausted itself, the national! 
exuberance has yielded to the softening in- 
fluence of heat, fun, fatirue, dust, and ex- 
citement, and the citizen is ready to return to 
his bome to await the recurrence of these 
sports on the ensuing year. The fact 
is, there appears to be no other sort 
of amusement in Ireland to speak of. 
The noble game of base-ball, so popular in 
America, is unknown to these beuighted people. 
Cricket is too tame to arouse enthusiasm, and 
social amusements appear to be but little in 

vogue. Camp-meetings, picnic-excursions, rati- 
road-collisions, steamboat-ex>losions, and other 
diversions of a similar character, so much prac- 
ticed among our people. are not appreciated 
here. A regatta now and then comes off tn 


a prize, put nothing really engrosses the lrisb 
man’s heart or takes hold of his fancy like a 
Ureak- neck steepie-chase. If a jockey or two ts 
Killed m the mad race, and a horse or two 
destroyed, so much the more exciting and en- 
jovable is the sport. Not that the Irisu char- 
acter is crue) and sanguinary, Dut When these 
people enter into any amusement they like to 
extract all there ts out of it. even at the ex- 
pense of a gentleman mder’s neck, or a favorite 
courser’s lift. 

At the recent Galway races people came from 
all directions. They came without reference-to 
social distinction or class. They came tum- 
bling in on the morumg 01 the 
races on jaunting-cars, on tbe railroad 
trains, on donkey carte, on foot, and in car- 
riages. The Lord and the peasant, tne barber, 
the tailor, the haberdasher, the gentieman, the 
tradesman, the shop-Keever, tbe butcher, the 
begvars, men, women, and children, came by 
some conveyance, or by no conveyance, to at- 
tend the races. They were a motley mass, aud 
al! appeared to enjoy the sport alike. The day 
was tine, though the sun beat down upon the 
defenseless heads of the multitude with great 
tervor. The race-course is situated at Bally- 
brit, two miles from the town of Galway, and 
the distance around the track is one miie. ‘The 
track is a very good one, and one can easily ob- 
tain a view of the races all the way round. The 
animals entered for the various contests, gen- 
erally, appear to me to beof lighter weight than 
American horses selected for this kind of work. 
These sports are under tbe charge of the gentry, 
aud are conducted on strict rules adopted by 
the National Hunt Committee. I have seldom 
witnessed finer sport than was afforded by the 
two days at Galway. 

have always deen told that Dublin 
was celebrated for the beauty of its 
ladies. It is the seat of viceregal power, 
aud the nobility and aristocracy of Ire- 
land is gathered there. Thewit and learning of 
the countrv is naturally attracted hither, and 
fashion and folly are supposed to reign supreme. 
Under these circumstances, | had prepared my- 
self to be dazzled with the refulgeut glory of 
the metropolis. I was disappointed. I saw 
more beauty at Galway in one day than at 
Dublin during a two weeks’ residence. The 
races were well attended by the wives and 
daughters of the resident gentrv, and tue dis- 
play of female loveliness would have been 
creditable to any country. There is not that 
variety of beautv among the women here that 
one meets with in America, but the style of it is 
sui generis. tere the softer skies and genial 
climate have developed fair, delicate faces, with 
a<dash of carmine in * cheeks which is very 
charming. Auburn hail’, warm and luxurant. 
is very common, andeyes of azure blue, deep 
and tender, are the rule, Add to these teeth of 
pearly whiteness and pertection, faces of great 
mobility and expresssion, with figures tall, 
siender, and wiilowy, and costumes of great 
taste aud elegance, and you have some idea of 
the Galway ladies as they appear at the races. 
Thev entered into the sport with great vivacity, 
and placed their money on their favorites with 
the zest and enthusiasm of veteran turtmen. 
Certainly trishmen have no cause to fear a com- 
parison of their ladies with the women of other 
lands, for they are incomparable in their grace 
and loveliness. 

The tirst race of the day was the Busby Park 
hurdle handicap plate of 8500, second horse to 
receive $50. The distance run was one anda 
half miles. There were four contestauts only 
for the prize, viz.: Mestiza, carrying 150 pounds 
weight; ‘Richard Il. „carrying 147 pounds; May- 
Dav, carrying 165 pounds; and Wellfort, carry- 
ing 140 pounds. The Jot got away at the first 
attempt, making an excellent start, and keeping 
weil together until pear the home-stretch, when 
Wellfort was leit bopelessiv behind, Mestiza 
winning by two lengths, Richard H. secoud. The 
Galway plate of $1,250, open handicap steeple- 
chase, two anda half miles, was won by a horse 
called Jupiter Tonans, well known on the En- 
glish turf. The Merview plate, $400, two miles, 
was won by Megoune. The Renmore bandicap, 
$400, six furlongs, was won by Terror by two 
lengths. The Glenard plate, $400, handicap 
steeple-chase, was won by Jollification by three 

leugths. The second day’s racing consisted of a 
 Yontest for the Mavade plate, $000, a handicap 

urdle-race,two miles; the first-class Foster- 
street plate, $0650: the second-class Foster 
street plate, 8350: handicap steeple-chase. two 
miles; Members’ plete, $300, seven furlongs; 
and the Farewell plate, handicap steepie-chase, 
$250. 

The sports closed with creat good feeling and 
much conviviality. The habit of imtoxication, 
which, happily, is rapidly becoming extmet, 
broke out at the races, and neariy evervbody 
nad a drop in his eye,“ as mild inebriation 
here is called, by the time the sport was closed. 
On the evening following, the town was given 
over to & general carouse. Ihave never seen so 
many drunken men aud women together on any 
ovcasion as I saw in Galway on this last nighr 
of the races. There was, however, very little 
noise or turbulence on the part of the debauch- 
ees. And bere | may remark that, while the 
habit of drinking is much more prevalent thau 
in America, through the exertions of the priests 
aud other temperance reformers it is not nearly 
so general as it was in this country a half a cen- 
tury or more ago. Now thereis no considera- 
ble town that dees not contain a flourishing 
temperance society, of which many of the 
young men are members. They are en- 
couraged by their sweethearts. who 
have seen the evil consequences of 
excessive indulgence, to abjure the cup. For- 


land had grown to such an excess that it has 
been maintained that there was something in 
the people's constitution congenial to the ex 
citement of ardent spirits. The propensity of 
intoxication among the people has been re- 
marked from the earliest times. The consump- 
tion of spirits, tnough now great, is nothing to 
what it once was ia this country. Formeriy, at 
a convivial meeting vo one was allowed to 
leave the table until he was unable to stand. 
and then be was allowed to go if he couid walk. 
Ifa guest left the room, bits of paper were 
dropped in nis glass every time the bottle went 
round, and on his return be was compelled to 
swallow a glass of spirits for eath of these, un- 
der the penalty of as mauy glasses of salt and 
water. It was the practice to bave decanters 
with round bottoms, like modern soda bottles, 
50 as to compel each guest, after filling his own 
Class, to pass it to the net, it being impossible 
to set it down without spilling the contents, un- 
ln arrived in the hands of the host at the head 
of the table, who alone bad a rack in which 
it could rest until he chose to send it 
around again, which journey was not long de- 
laved. A still more common practice was to 
knock the stems off the glasses of the com- 
pany, so that they could not be set down after 
they were filled until they were emptied. Oc- 
casſonally the company were required to take 
off their shoes, which were taken outof the 
room. The empty bottles were then broken 
outside the ddOr, so that the barefeoted reveler 
could not pass out without danger of maiming 
himself for life ou the sharp fragments. Tales 
of appalling revelmes are extant among some 
of the older inhabitants. No class of society 
was exempt from this indulgence, and tue 
Judge and the priest were accustomed to sit 
down beside the wd young rake to make a 
night of it. The ordinary affairs of life had to 
give way before these midnight orgies, and 
business was never allowed to interfere with 
festivity. It bas been a matter of wonder how 
Irishmen transact business at all. for 
they seemed to walk the streets all the morning 
and deyote the whole evening to the bottie, 

y anecdotes are given on the best of au- 
thority illustrating the excessive indulgence in 
drink which was formeriy 80 prevalent here, 
one or two of which may be mentioned for the 
evcouragement of drinkers in our own country 
who imagine that they have reached the ne plus 
ultra of debaucherv.

In 
this place assembled nine geutlemen, celebrated 
for their capacity to imbibe malt com- 
pounds, accompanied by two pipers, a fladier, 
and two hounds to in the chorus raised by 
the guests. Here this company remained 
jor seven dars drinking, eating, sleeping. and 
singing songs, until the liquor was consumed 
aud the endurance of the party was exhausted. 

On one occasion a drinking party assembled in 
an unfinished room. the walls of which had been 


‘recently plastered, the mortar still being soft 


and impressible. At 10 o’ciock the next morp- 
ing the place was visited by the friends of the 
party, who found them in various positions, but 
all ol them hors de combat. The piper laid on 
the floor dead drunk, with a table cioth throwa 
over him for a sbroud and six candles placed 
around him, burned to the sockets. The heads 
of two ot the company had become embedded 
in the soft wall of the building, and the mortar 
becoming hardened during the nigbt on account 
of the beat of the apartment, the poor fellows 
had to be dug out by their friends, with a loss 
of some of their hair and a part of their scalps. 

Such was the condition of social iife in Ire- 
land many years ago,—a style of things 
which can scarcely be imagined at this day. 

Since the days of Father Matihew a great re- 

form has taken place, and these protracted 
orgies are now never or seldom indulged in. 

There ts still much conviviality among the peo- 
ple, and a ereat deal of liquor ie consumed, but 
the work of reform ander the fostering care of 
the Church is going steadily on. Doubtless the 
day is not far away when temperance and 
sobriety will be added to the other virtues of 
the Irish people, and they are many. The Irish 
are convivial and hospitable to a degree, and to 
those characteristics more than to an inherent 
love for drink, perhaps, they owe their excesses 
in that direction. Certainiv the evil has been 
great in this land, and much misery in Irish 
households bas resulted from it. The weakness 
of overindulgence is not confined to the lower 
classes by any means, for 1 observed more than 
one gentieman who had to be assisted from the 
race-course by hts servants, and several ladies 
whose flushed faces and unsteady movements 
indicated a too free indulgence in champague 
taken from the hamper brought from the hall 
in the carriage. 

The Galway races were not so largely attend- 
ed this year as usual, it is said, for some reason. 
The crowd was great, however, and quite sum 
cient to attest their popularity. Probably 10,- 
000 people were present, including all the 
gentry of the west of lreland. There being no 
other occasion calling the people together, these 
annual sports are looked forward to with a 
great deal of interest by ail classes of people. 
The ladies have an opportunity of displaying 
their tive faces and their tine dresses, and the 
peasants have a holiday and a respite from the 
rude life to which they are wedded the balance 
of the year. They bring with them iron pots 
and frying-pans, in which they boil their pota- 
tues and frv their American bacon, upon which 
they subsist during the two days’ sports. En- 
terorising shopkeepers erect booths where they 
sell spirits and cakes, and where their custom- 
ers may seek shelter from the sun. 
Into these the peasants crowd as thick as 
herrings in a box. and many a curious glimpse of 
life among the lowly may be obtained here. 
The young men amuse themselves by throwing 
clubs some twenty yards at glass bottles set 
upca stakes driven into the ground. Great 


strength and precision of aim is required to 


shatter a bottle into fragments. The noble 
game of roulette is also carried on amoug them, 
the impulse to gamble being as stroug upon 
them as their more wealthy brothers. They in- 
variably lay down the last penny before retiring 
from the contest with fortune. Begging has 
been brought down to a fine art, and the pathos 
and eloquence of the professional mendicants I 
saw here indicated talents worthy of a higher 
calling. An Irish beggar is an exceedingly 
fluent and versatile individual, with dauntiess 
cheek and endless resources. If he caunot in- 
duce you to leave him a penny by supplications, 
he attempts to intimidate you by imprecations. 
I have sometimes feit quite chilly while runniug 
the gauntlet of their anathemas, ou occasions 
where their indigence failed to arouse m EN com- 
passion.
